Col. 15-16 of the Kalra reference which clearly illustrates that the client's request for media is associated with the operating 
characteristics at the client which continually change, the server continually changes the stream in response to the client operating 
characteristics which again is associated with clients request for media. This therefore, this clearly meets the limitation of "adaptively 
requesting streaming of model data from a server based in part on the determined operating characteristics of the client" . The 
applicant's argument that the meaning of adaptively requesting content by making different requests in time based on operating 
characteristics is not persuasive since there is no such language of "changing requests for content based on client characteristics" in the 
claim. 
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
